The Public Assistance Information Line is a 

nation-wide toll-free number available 7 days a 

week, 24 hours a day. The Public Assistance 

Information System (PAIS) website is accessible 

7 days a week, 24 hours a day. They both provide 

basic information on a variety of assistance 

programs offered through the Department of 

Human Services:
